Virginia to Center with a lot of howl- 
ing dervishes, who spun about, yelled, 
tooted tin horns, fired roman candles 
and did whatever else they could to 
show just how they felt and 
how 


much. 


"While the major portion were young 


men, 
there were girls galore, gray- 


haired mothers and bewhiskered fath- 
ers. 
Everybody in the family of ev- 


erybody connected in the remotest de- 
gree with the university was theie to 
help make things happen. 


"When No. 4 arrived, over an hour 


late, the conquering heroes were car- 
lied into a coach and four, emblazoned 
with ail sorts of painted legends. 


Then the motley band, composed of 


cadets and Reno "Wheelmen, struck up 
a lively air and the parade was off. 
Dozens of 
transparencies 
and many 


torches and flambeaux lent their aid 
to red fire and rockets, while a pan- 
demonium of sound reigned. Through 
crowded streets the procession passed, 
the football men receiving an ovation 
that never ended.

HE sugar trust having bought a controlling interest 


in the beet sugar tiust, the flght so long waged be- 


tween the Republican factions over Cuban reciprocity 
will probably cease 
The reduction m the duty on sugar 


for which Cuban leciprocity provides, will give the com- 
btaed tiust an enormous bonus, amounting to millions 
of dollars on all raw sugar imported fiom Cuba and, un- 
der the oidmary laws of trade, the price of refined sugar 
should decline in the same mtio 
But the trust is so fully 


protected by the duty of about one and a quartet cents A 
pound on refined sugar that the foreign article can hard- 
ly be impo-ted here to compete ^ith the trust 
Fi eight, 


duty and other charges make the cost of importing for- 
eign sugar about equal to the trust price. If raw and re- 
fined sugar paid the same duty, the trust would have to 
reduce its price accordingly and the consumers of the 
United States would buy their sugar at retail for at least 
one cent a pound less than they now pay for it 
This 


would result in a saving to the people of Nevada alone, 
according to the population and consumption estimates 
of about $37,500 per annum

Modus Operand! to Give the 
Reno Chamber of Commerce a 
Greater Sphere of Influence 


Joseph Grandelmeyer, a resident of 


Nevada for over a third of a century, 
most of which period he has spent in 
"White Pine county, has been resid- 
ing in Keno for several weeks and 
as an observing and practical man, 
has carefully looked into and analyzed 
the possible resources of this com- 
munity. 


Mr. 
Grandelmeyer is 
a practical 


mirier, yet a man with resourceful 
ideas on every line. 
He is from old 


German stock and consequently his 
Ideas are not formed on impulse nor 
the glimmer of a fanciful picture. In- 
vestigation and detail frame his opin- 
ions and when once satisfied on 
a.- 


proposition he can quote facts and 
figures to bear out any* theory he ad- 
vocates. 


A Journal representative talked with 


Mr. Grandelmeyer a day or two ago 
and sought opinions from him as re- 
gards various- questions of interest, 
among the most prominent of which 
the usefulness of 
the Chamber 
of 


CommeTce was discussed. 
To a ques- 


tion asked,him regarding an exhibit 
he has in the rooms, and what he 
thought of the display' as an adver- 
tising medium for the State of Ne- 
vada Mr. Grandelmeyer replied: 
"It 


is the greatest proposition 
Nevada 


ever had as well as the City of Heno 
to convey to the -people far and wide 
the possibilities of this state. 
"Why, 


I have," said Grandelmeyer, "crossed 
this 
continent 
twenty-nine 
times, 


have visited the centennial, Chicago, 
mid-winter fair and other expositions, 
nnci know whereof I speak and I can 
say to you that the exhibit the Cham- 
ber of Commerce has in Us rooms 
here in Reno will do more good in 
three months in advertising the state's 
resources, than all of the expositions 
including St. Louis, will ever do, yet 
the legislature has appropriated sev- 
.eral thousand dollars for those exhib- 
its and the Chamber of Commerce 
has not cost the state one1 cent. 
Mind 


you, 
I do not make this statement in 


the line of criticism or to question the 
intent of the legislatures or indivi- 
dual in years past, but simply as 
a 


matter of fact which lean be proven 
and I defy contradiction. 
Why, the 


people of Keno, without considering 
the people of the various counties in 
the state have little idea of what they 
have here, as a promoter of their in- 
terests, In the Chamber of Commerce. 


"Every county is represented here, 


on the shelves and stands, and the 
visitor gets a knowledge of the possi- 
bilities of the state, that he could not 
obtain in days of travel. 


"What you people want to do is to 


enlarge the scope, of 
this display. 


Don't confine it to a few specimens 
and products of the state, but secure 
a suitable location and erect a build- 
ing large enough to contain ten times 
the display presented here and make 
it the attraction of the city and state." 


The newspaper representative ven- 


tured the remark that such a build- 
ing would cost considerable money. 


"Why, no," said Mr. Grandelmeyer, 


"Such a building would be compara- 
tively inexpensive. 
Why I .-would not 


hesitate to secure the stone for such 
a building wiithout cost. 
Ask the su- 


perintendents 
of the 
mines in 
the 


various counties to forward a piece 


' of the footwail of then- mine, a chunk 


from a ledge, a. section of porphyry 
and so on, then from the men who 
have granite, marble and sand-stone 
quarries, secure a sample 
of 
their 


bundling stone. 
Have a stone-cutter 


face up one side of these samples and 
inscribe thereon* a legend giving the 
name of the mine or quarry and the 
county from which it came. 
If the 


sample should be gold, silver, copper, 
lead or other ore, so much the better, 
the variety of the material would in- 
crease the novelty and'beauty of the 
building besides showing the character 
of the ores from different locaMties. 
Let the woodwork of the; building be 
secured in the same way. 
• Put 
• 
in 


floors of native or nut pine, the cas- 
ings of poplar, the door panels and 
wainscotting'and other light work of 
mountain mahogany and Juniper and 
even work in a piece of sagebrush 
here and there. 
Make the building 


itself represent some of the resources 
of the state. Material enough .of this 
character can be secured to build such 
a palace and comparatively speaking 
without cost. I have little doubt liiit 
'what the railroad-companies would be 
willing; to transport material from any; 
shipping point- to 'Reno free of charge." 


Well as plans ifor such' a building. Take 
for instance the' park west of 'the de- 
pot. 
Utilize; this .'..space for the build- 


ing. If possible make a deal with the 
railroad company for the ground, use 
the lower floor for the exhibit and let 
the company use the upper story for 


the 
offices. 
• 
• 


"Of course in all of this arrange- 


ment the railroad company would have 
to be a large contributor in the way of 
space for such a building. 
Another 


plan -would be to urge the raiilroad com- 
pany to give the state and city the 
lower floor of the present depot, after 
extending it east and west for some 
distance, retaining- such office room as 
would be necessary for Wells-Fargo, 
and the baggage room, and add/a sec- 
ond story to the building which could 
be utilized for their .telegraph 
and 


other offices, the city paying a rea- 
sonable' proportion of the expense of 
enlarging and improving .the struc- 
ture. 
• ' 


Of course such an undertaking will 


cost some money, and^one must plan 
accordingly. 
This, however, can 
be 


overcome by organizing a stock com- 
pany of your citizens here, or from 
every county in the state for that mat- 
ter. 
Put the number of your shares 


large enough and the value of each 
share at a figure which would be with- 
in the reach of all, sell one share or 
any number to an individual and get 
as many as. possible to take ,a personal 
interest in such a project.. If possible 
plan the building so that spaces could 
be rented or leased for small confec- 
tionery, refreshment or curio booths 
and in this way have a steady income 
each month to meet incidental ex- 
penses. 
Why you are now paying a 


high rental per 
month, and 
conse- 


quently have no permanent home. The 
demands for room in a growing town 
like this and the increasing- rents may 
oblige you to move. 
"Where can you 


get a place as suitable as this, con- 
sidering location and convenience? Be- 
sides your exhibit is growing beyond 
the space you have for display. 
The 


time is ripe now for action and your 
citizens should realize it. 
One defln- 


ilte action is worth a hundred futile 
plans and one Chamber of Commerce 
exhibit like you have here is worth all 
of the state exhibits that can be made 
at a world's exposition for the next 
hundred years. What should be done 
is for the citizens of Reno to select a 
committee to look into the advisability 
of-the plans I have suggested and in- 
terview the raiilroad authorities and 
a.sk their co-operation in a project oS 
this character. 
It is of mutual inter- 


est to bcith the 'people' of the state.and 
the company to develop the resources 
of Nevada. 
I am comparatively a 


stranger in Reno and it may seem 
rather forward for me to make such 
suggestions as I have, but I am perhaps 
an earlier and longer resident of Ne- 
vada than nine-tenths of your citizens 
and I am greatly interested in the de- 
velopment and progress of the state in 
general, hence I feel I have -the right 
even in a strange community to ex- 
press myself. Reno has every indica- 
tion and prospect of a-great future and 
she should take advantage of'her op- 
portunities. 
If I were at liberty and 


reasonable 
encouragement 
given, I 


should not hesitate to attempt the in- 
stallation of a Chamber of Commerce 
build'ing, single handed and ^alone, on 
the plans I have suggested. Delay has 
lost many a man his 'fortune and the 
opportunity of a Wfe time. Delay may 
cause the loss of .the Chamber of Com- 
merce and the opportunity of making 
it a permanent feature of the city. Such 
a loss might take years to'regain. Well 
so long, I'll see you again," and the 
interview ended.

HKTEtt-STATE C"M»IJERCK. 


It is evident that there will not be 


any agreement at this session of Con- 
gress between the Senate and the House 
of Representatives on the question of 
inter-State commerce. The House, by 
a large majority, has declared in favor 
of the piinciple that there shall be no 
higher rates for short than for long 
hauls. The Senate, last Saturday, de- 
feated an amendment of this nature, 
offered by Slater, and which was in- 
tended to incorporate in the Senate rail- 
road bill the main provision of the so- 
called Keagau bill. The Senate is also 
decidedly in favor of a commission to 
regulate the railroads, and has provided 
for one of nine members, requiring that 
not more than five of them shall belong 
to ona political party. The difieiences 
between the two heuses can hardly be 
reconciled, unlesn tho House -will ac- 
cept the Senates hill rather than not 
have an;? legislation on the subject. 
Tho richts of the people, meantime, are 
outraged. They have the right to insist 
upon Congress speedily perfecting some 
legislation which will prevent the rail- 
roads from discriminating against per- 
sons and places, and in ranking reason- 
able charges, instead of taking all the 
traffic 
will bear. 
The question has 


"been, up before Congress for the last ten 
years. It is time it was settled, and iu 
the interest of the people.

DENVEB, Jan. 17.—A Republican 


Sanatoria! caucus wus held this evening. 
As soon as the organization was com- 
pleted a motion was made that tho 
caucus proceed to vote for United States 
Senator viva voice, and was carried by 
five majority. 
Thereupon 17 Hill men 


left the chamber, four remaining, but 
not yoting. On the first ballot Seoie- 
tary H. M. Teller receivea 28, H. A. W. 
Taber 2, Senator N. P. Hill 1: Teller 
was declared fbe nominee of the caucus. 
The Hill men claim not bo bound by 
the action of the caucus, and will make 
a fight in the joint session and in both 
Houses, but to win must have nearly if 
not the whole, of the Democratic vote. 


At :i Deadlock. 


The Thirteenth Legislative Assembly 


of Arizona, which has been in session 
since Monday morning, the 12th in&t., 
(rying to perfect nn organization, is at a 
perfect deadlock in both branches. The 
House has elected a temporary Speaker, 
and cast over thirty ballots for a per- 
manent Speaker without success. The 
Council has 
been balloting for five 


days for temporary president, also with- 
out success. The Council is a tie, six 
'Republicans and sixDenaocrats, and the 
House is a tie, owing to one Republican 
Doming the Democrats and voting with 
them. 


President McMillan, of the

Lodge college, in Montana, in the course 
of an excellent address before the Terri- 
torial Teachers' Institute in that Teri- 
tory, recently, speaks strongly of the 
too common practice of ovo'1 taxing 
children of a precocious turn of mind 
vtrilh a superabundance of studies.

Appropriation Bills. 


The fact that about forty working 


days of the 
present session of Con- 


gress remain, and that none of the 
regular appropriation bills for the next 
fiscal year have been passed, has led to 
considerable 
speculation 
as to 
an 


extra session of Congress. The leading 
Democratic members of the Senate and 
House say that there will bs no extra 
session and nothing in the condition of 
the appropriation bills nt the prenent 
time indicates that any of them will fail 
of passage before the 4th of March. 
The Democratic leaders in both bouses 
of Congress are opposed to an extra 
session; and will do anything in the 
world to avoid it. 
Of course, if any one 


of the regular appropriation bills should 
fail of passage the chances are that an 
extra session will be called, but the con- 
dition o! business iu the House Appro- 
prititioa Committee is such as to leave 
a reasonable doubt that all the appro- 
priations 
will 
be maclo before the 


adjournment of Congress. The Mili- 
tary Academy bill has passed both 
Houses and and is now in the Confer- 
once Committee; the pension and consu- 
lar and diplomat bills have passed the 
House and gone to the Senate; the In- 
dian appropriation bill is novr uucler 
consideration in the committee ot the 
whole in lha House; the naval bill 
has been reported from the sub-com- 
mittee to the full committee; the army 
posloffico and District of Columbia ap- 
propriation bills will bo reported to the 
full committee from the sub-committee 
the next few days, and the committees 
expect to have the navy, army, post- 
office and District of Columbia bills all 
in the House before tho end of the 
week. 
The other appropriation bills 


are being considered by the sub-com- 
mittee in charge, and will be ready for 
consideration by the full committee as 
the others are disposed of.

influence, 
and 
by 
sundry 
unlawful 


means and devices, induced said Grand 
Jury to find three indictments aguiust 
plaintiffs, to-wit: Oue for forgery, nne 
for perjury and ono for conspiracy." 
Neilsou £.lso complains that he was ar- 
rested under said iudictmeuts and re- 
strained of his liberty for more than 
twelve hcnirs; that said charges of per- 
jury, forgery and conspiracy were falsa 
and malicious, and were subsequently 
dismissed iu Court; thsvt said charges, 
indictments and arrests were extensively 
published, and that plaintiff has th'us 
been injured in his good name and 
credit, and been brought into public 
disgrace. He accordingly prays judg- 
ment in the sum of $100,000 damages.
